Terms and Conditions of Sale 




AUCTION 


This is a public auction, mail-bid, and Inter¬ 
net sale held by Heritage Numismatic Auc¬ 
tions, Inc., a, licensed and bonded auctioneer 
(the “Auctioneer”). 

Although the Auctioneer may not withdraw 
any lot after a call for bids has been made 
with respect to that lot, the consignor of the 
property may participate in the auction by 
bid, and may purchase his lot from the auc¬ 
tion sale for his own account. Notice of the 
consignor’s liberty to bid is hereby made in 
accordance with Article 2 of the Texas Uni¬ 
form Commercial Code. A consignor is 
required to place his bids on his property no 
later than 48 hours prior to the commence¬ 
ment of the auction sale. If the consignor is 
the successful bidder on his lot(s), and has 
failed to place his bids on those lots more 
than 48 hours prior to the auction sale, then 
the consignor is required to pay both the 
appropriate seller’s fee and buyer’s fee. 

The highest bidder acknowledged by the 
Auctioneer shall be the buyer. In the event 
of any dispute between bidders, the Auc¬ 
tioneer may at his sole discretion immedi¬ 
ately put the lot up for sale again. The Auc¬ 
tioneer’s decision shall be final and binding 
upon all bidders. 

A buyer's premium equal to 15% of the suc¬ 
cessful bid price will be added to each 
invoice (buyer's fee), unless the purchase is 
made by a consignor's bid on the consignor’s 
property, in which case a different fee may 
be charged. The buyer’s fee/or the fee are 
payable by the buyer as part of the total pur¬ 
chase price.

The auctioneer 
reserves the right to void a sale if payment 
in full of the invoice or notice is not proper¬ 
ly mailed or sent as above, or is not received 
by the Auctioneer within 13 days after the 
date of the sale. Successful floor bidders 
must pay for lots by 1 pm of the day follow¬ 
ing the sale. Lots delivered in the States of 
Texas. California, and Florida are subject to 
all applicable state and local taxes, unless 
appropriate permits are on file with us. Ship¬ 
ping, handling and insurance charges will be 
added to invoices for the lots delivered by 
mail. The minimum handling charge is $4 
plus $0.25 per coin, up to $10 plus $0.25 per 
coin for packages valued up to $6,500. Fees 
on packages above $6,500 or for large lots 12. 
are modified according to weight, value, and 


package size. 

Successful overseas bidders shall provide 
written shipping instructions to the Auc¬ 
tioneer for any lots to be delivered outside of 
the United States, including specified cus¬ 
toms declarations. Any risk of loss during 
shipment will be borne by the buyer follow¬ 
ing Auctioneer’s delivery to the designated 
common carrier. All shipping charges will be 
borne by the successful bidder. 

7. We will mail or email an invoice to all suc¬ 
cessful mail/FAX/phone/lntemet bidders. If 
the auction invoice(s) or notice of successful 
bids submitted by the Auctioneer is not paid 
in full when due, the unpaid balance will 
bear interest at the highest rate permitted by 
law until paid from the date of the auction, 
and if the Auctioneer refers the invoice(s) 
to an attorney for collection, the buyer 
agrees to pay attorney’s fees, court costs, and 
other collection costs incurred by the Auc¬ 
tioneer. If bidder’s check is dishonored, or 
bidder fails to timely make payment when 
due, in addition to the interest on the 
account, bidder shall be charged the maxi¬ 
mum statutory processing fees and late 
charges set by applicable state law. 

8. The courts of Dallas County, Texas, shall 
have exclusive jurisdiction and venue over 
any suit initiated by the Auctioneer to col¬ 
lect delinquent invoice(s) or any matter 
relating to the purchase, and all bidders con¬ 
sent to in personam jurisdiction of the State 
of Texas. 

9. Bidders who do not have established credit 
with the Auctioneer must furnish satisfacto¬ 
ry credit and two numismatic references well 
in advance of the sale date, or send a deposit 
of 25% of their bids which is applicable to 
purchases. Any portion of such deposit not 
used will be held on account until refund is 
requested. 

10. All bidders who have mailing addresses out¬ 
side the United States of America, the Ter¬ 
ritories of the USA, Canada or Mexico, or 
have addresses through the U.S. Military, 
must deposit with the Auctioneer 25% of 
the total amount bid in United States dol¬ 
lars. Any portion of such deposit not used 
will be held on account until refund is 
requested. Also, persons who have APO or 
FPO box numbers must deposit 25%. 

11. The Auctioneer reserves the right to require 
payment in full before delivery of the mer¬ 
chandise to the buyer. Bidder personally 
guarantees payment of all successful bids, 
and if a corporation, an officer or principal 
in the corporation agrees to personally guar¬ 
antee such payment.

A bid is not consid¬ 
ered made in “Good Faith” when it is made 
by an insolvent or irresponsible person or a 
person under the age of eighteen, as the 
Auctioneer, in its sole discretion, shall 
determine. In the event a successful bidder 
fails to pay all amounts due, the Auctioneer 
reserves the right to resell the merchandise 
and the buyer agrees to pay for the reason¬ 
able cost of such a sale, including a 15% sell¬ 
er’s commission, and also to pay any differ¬ 
ence between the resale price and the price 
of his previously successful bid.

Due to changing grading standards over time 
and to possible mishandling of coins by sub¬ 
sequent owners, the Auctioneer reserves the 
right to grade coins differently than shown 
on certificates from any grading service that 
accompany the coins.

A wholly original example with a small discol¬ 
ored area along the reverse border. Bluntness on the hair curls is 
probably more the result of strike than wear.

Evenly worn with pronounced reddish- 
golden color. A number of marks are seen, particularly over the 
obverse. 

1876 AU 55 ANACS. Sharply defined with partially reflective lus¬ 
ter remaining. One mentionable mark is seen behind Liberty’s head. 

1876- CC XF 45 ANACS. Great luster for the grade. Only light, even 
wear and the expected circulation marks are evident. Good eye 
appeal for this popular Carson City issue. 

1876-S AU 58 ANACS. Well defined for this final-year Type Two 
issue and void of substantial contact marks. 

1877 MS 60 PCGS. A fully brilliant example of this scarcer Type 
Three issue. Glowing yellow-gold surfaces have the expected marks, 
but more eye appeal than one might expect. 

1879 AU 58 PCGS. Partially lustrous with a number of small abra¬ 
sions. 

1879 AU 58 NGC. Displaying virtually full luster, this piece is held 
back from a Mint State rating by circulation marks on the obverse. 

1882-CC XF 45 NGC. A moderately scarce Carson City double 
eagle with bright golden surfaces and considerable evidence of 
prooflike luster on the reverse. 

1882- S MS 60 PCGS. Typically sharp with a full complement of lus¬ 
ter, but obverse abrasions are just too numerous and heavy to aspire 
to a higher rating. 

1883- S MS 60 PCGS. Sharply detailed with splendid olive periph¬ 
eral accents, being held in check by numerous light blemishes on the 
obverse. 

1884- CC AU 50 ANACS. The surfaces on this popular Carson City 
issue are quite bold and obviously original, being accented in rich 
yellow-golden shades. 

1884- S MS 62 PCGS. Clean for the grade with bright orange-gold 
coloration. 

1885- S AU 58 NGC. With little actual wear, this lustrous example is 
just a few contact marks away from Mint State. 

1885-S MS 61 NGC. Boldly defined with bright, satiny luster. The 
obverse exhibits a heavily marked appearance. 

1888 MS 60 NGC. Well struck with pink-gold luster, but noticeably 
marked on the obverse. 

1888- S MS 60 ANACS. Boldly impressed with a pronounced green¬ 
ish-gold finish. A few edge marks are located on the obverse rim. 

1889 MS 60 NGC. A collection of small marks blanket most of the 
obverse and some of the reverse. A couple of dark spots are also 
noted on the obverse. 

1889 MS 60 PCGS. Fully lustrous but typically marked for the 
grade. Some dark spotting is noted on the reverse. 

1889- S AU 58 ANACS. The exceptionally smooth surfaces exhibit 
rich green-gold patina and a semi-reflective finish. This coin would 
fit nicely in a Mint State collection. 

1890 AU 58 ICG. Peppered with small abrasions on the obverse but 
showing nearly complete mint luster. 

1890- CC VF 35 ANACS. Smooth, even wear shows without the 
usual high quota of noticeable abrasions so common to Carson City 
coins. Certainly a worthwhile, affordable example. 

1890-S AU 58 ANACS. Light wear with bright remaining mint lus¬ 
ter and a few noticeable marks overall. 


1891-S MS 61 PCGS. The satiny fields are normally abraded for the 
grade. 
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734 1891-S MS 62 NGC. A few luster scrapes explain the grade of the 
obverse of this scarcer S-mint twenty. 

735 1893 MS 62 PCGS. A lustrous coin with the expected number of 
contact marks for the grade. 

736 1893-CC XF 45 PCGS. Bright and partially lustrous with some pro¬ 
nounced reddish tinting, this is a highly desirable final-year Carson 
City double eagle. 

737 1894 MS 61 PCGS A bold striking that would handily qualify for a 
Select rating, but for a nasty vertical cut on Liberty's hair and head- 

738 1894-S MS 62 PCGS. A smooth and attractive yellow-gold example 
that is superior for the assigned grade. 

739 1894-S MS 62 NGC. Noticeably marked on Liberty’s cheek, the lus¬ 
ter and strike are well above average for the grade. 

740 1895 MS 62 NGC. Smooth, creamy luster but the obverse shows a 
typical number of small contact marks that are common to the series. 

741 1895-S MS 62 NGC Deep orange-gold color covers both sides and 
there are a few specks of rust colored encrustation on the reverse. 

742 1895-S MS 62 PCGS. Typically abraded for the grade with attractive 
luster quality. 

743 1896 MS 62 NGC. Sharply defined with semi-reflective fields. 

744 1896 MS 62 PCGS. The obverse displays outstanding cartwheel 
effect while the reverse is more satiny in appearance. Moderate 
obverse abrasions. 

745 1897 MS 61 NGC. Bright pink-golden luster with a few small abra¬ 
sions on the obverse. 


746 1897-S MS 62 PCGS. Especially bright and fully struck for the 
grade. This coin has a lot of eye appeal. 

747 1897-S MS 62 NGC. Bright, flashy, and superior for the grade. 

748 1897-S MS 62 PCGS. Bright, yellow-gold surfaces display only the 
expected number of small marks that are consistent with the grade. 

749 1898 MS 61 PCGS. Fantastic color and luster, being held back in 
grade by generous obverse abrasions. 

750 1898 MS 62 ICG. Sharply struck throughout with original, “dirty- 
gold" surfaces. 

751 1898-S MS 62 PCGS. Lustrous and flashy, some light spotting on 
the obverse rim is noted. 


752 1898-S MS 62 PCGS. Bright yellow-gold surfaces display even 

flashier than usual luster. 


753 1898-S MS 62 PCGS. Bright surfaces and well struck. 

754 1898-S MS 62 NGC. A highly lustrous example of this well pro¬ 
duced double eagle. 

755 1899 MS 62 PCGS. Moderately marked with the distinctive color 
and satiny texture that is seemingly unique to this issue. 

756 1899-S MS 61 PCGS. Well detailed save for a few of the obverse 
stars, with typically vibrant luster. A few minor edge marks are 
detected. 


757 1899-S MS 62 PCGS. Smooth surfaces display the expected marks 
for the grade. 

758 1899-S MS 62 PCGS. Bright and flashy, albeit with the expected 
number of light contact marks for the grade. 


759 1901 MS 64 PCGS. One of the more common dates in this grade, 
second only to the very common 1904. Nevertheless, this piece has 
above average eye appeal due to a light tinge of green toning. Both 
sides display satiny luster, a lovely cartwheel effect, and nice sur¬ 
faces. 

760 1902 AU 58 NGC. Mostly lustrous with bright surfaces. Several 
bumps and marks are seen on the obverse. 

761 1902 MS 60 PCGS. Several luster grazes and contact marks are 
reported on the obverse. One of only 31,140 business strikes in 
1902. 

762 1903-S MS 62 PCGS. Sharp and lustrous with a few marks on the 
obverse, the grade-limiting factor. 

763 1904 MS 63 PCGS. Smooth, clean, and lustrous with the look of a 
higher grade. A very attractive example of this common issue. 

764 1904 MS 65 NGC. A fabulous flashy Gem example that displays 
great luster and virtually no contact marks. Superior for the grade 
and sure to inspire active bidding. 

765 1905 AU 55 NGC. Sharply detailed with an appealing reddish tint at 
the borders. The low mintage ‘05-P is one of the more sought-after 
20th century Liberty double eagles. 

766 1906 MS 60 NGC. A well struck example with bright, satiny luster 
and the normally seen abrasions. 

767 1906-S MS 62 PCGS. Noticeably marked and well struck through¬ 
out. The luster remains full and bright with a pronounced pink color.

768 1911 -S MS 62 PCGS. Lovely matte-like surfaces display only a few 
scattered marks, but trivial scraping on the eagle’s wingtips nullifies 
its chances of Select or better status. 

769 1914 MS 60 PCGS. Despite the basal Mint State designation, this is 
an attractive, lustrous specimen with scattered abrasions that do not 
detract from the overall appearance. 

770 1914-D MS 64 NGC. A lustrous, well struck double eagle with bold 
details and a minimum of detracting marks. This piece would make 
an excellent addition to a gold type collection. 

771 1914-S MS 64 NGC. Satiny, green-gold luster witlj clean surfaces 
for the grade. Scarcer than a common date for not much of a premi- 


772 1915-S MS 64 NGC. Good color and strike, a few small bagmarks 
have collected on the obverse. 

773 1915-S MS 65 NGC. Gem quality overall, the frosted mint luster is 
thick and coruscates around the coin. Fully struck, a single tiny mark 
is seen on Liberty’s knee that holds this coin back from an MS 66 
rating. 

774 1922-S MS 62 NGC. Well struck with a bright, satiny finish and a 
light sprinkling of alloy stains on the reverse. 

775 1922-S MS 62 NGC. Full, satiny luster with considerable reddish 
color and a few fascinating die cracks on the reverse. One of the 
more affordable mintmarked Saints from the 1920s.

776 1936-D Arkansas MS 66 NGC. The steel-gray surfaces are partially 
covered with mottled golden-brown tones. Each side presents an 
essentially mark-free appearance. 

777 1936-S Bay Bridge MS 65 PCGS. An attractive Gem with light orig¬ 
inal toning and virtually no contact marks. 

778 1937 Boone MS 66 PCGS. A highly lustrous and relatively mark- 
free Gem with gorgeous, light original toning. 
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779 1937-S Boone MS 65 NGC. Bright and untoned, one small mark is 
seen on the reverse, 

780 1936 Elgin MS 64 NGC. Lightly toned on the obverse, this smooth 
Gem is creamy and untoned on the reverse. 

781 1921 Missouri 2x4 MS 65 PCGS. Hints of light russet toning grace 
the edges of this well preserved Gem. The strike is sharp, and there 
are minimal abrasions for the assigned grade. The luster is com¬ 
pletely original and the overall eye appeal is superior to most seen. 
This issue is scarce in Gem grade, and is prohibitively rare any finer. 
Certain to please even the most particular commemorative coin 
buyer.

782 1923-S Monroe MS 64 PCGS. A smooth, mostly brilliant example 
that has creamy surfaces with a minimum of light marks. 

783 1938 New Rochelle MS 66 PCGS. A clean and fully original Gem. 
this lovely example's mark-free surfaces display full luster and a 
patina of russet shadings. 

784 1938 Oregon MS 66 PCGS. Lightly and originally toned with superb 
mint luster. 

785 1915-S Panama-Pacific MS 64 PCGS. An attractive, original near- 
Gem with brilliant centers and arcs of russet and lavender toning that 
cling to the rims on each side. Very few abrasions are present to dis¬ 
tract from the impressive appearance. 

786 1935 Texas MS 66 PCGS. The satiny surfaces are essentially 
untoned and display virtually no contact marks. 

787 1947 Booker T. Washington PDS Set MS 65 ANACS; and a 1948 
Booker T Washington PDS Set MS 65 ANACS. Each set is very lus¬ 
trous and clean, the individual coins ranging from full brilliance to 
light original toning. (Total: 6 coins) 

788 1949 Booker T. Washington PDS Set ANACS. The Denver example 
is MS 64 while the other two are MS 65. Mostly brilliant with good 
luster and some golden accents. 

789 1951 Booker T. Washington PDS Set ANACS. The Philadelphia 
example is MS 66 while the other two are MS 65. Mostly brilliant 
with some light peripheral toning.
